It, is proposer! to create a inetnoi ial 
to the late Bev. Thomas (iallaudet, 
1)1)., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Churob for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Chinch 

is situated on l4Hth Street, just, west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 

some twenty-five feet, back from the 
line of the Street to permit, the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 

Indicated, which will form a facade 

to the church edifice ami be a center 

of religious and social life amongst 

the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 

erection Of this building, which 

would have completed the church 

with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is Suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Churofa is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the Street front, and twenty- 
live feet in depth. It. will be three 

stories in height, with a basement, 

and will be used tor tbe social, re- 
ligious and Industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about *.:$(), 000, and tbe building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 

to him whose life waa devoted to the 

Silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
